Goggles Aid In 
Cutting Losses 


On the desk of Secretary of High­ 
ways S. S. Lewis were placed this 
week four pairs of goggles th at had 
saved $8000 iii com pensation costs. 
Each contained a lens so badly sh at­ 
tered that, w ithout its protection, a 
highway worker would have lost an 
eye. Com pensation costs for loss of 
an eye in industry in Pennsylvania 
average $2000. 
This exhibit of broken goggles is 
of 
particular 
interest. 
Secretary 
Lewis stated, because expenditures 
of the departm ent for about 15,000 
pairs of goggles in the last two 
years 
approxim ates 
$9000. 
These 
four pairs of goggles, as the secre­ 
tary points out, represent a saving 
th a t about equals the cost of all 
goggles purchased. 
The departm ent of highways uses 
more goggles th a n any other in­ 
dustrial concern in the state. W ith 
nearly 50,000 laborers employed, a 
great m ajority of whom are engaged 
in napping stone, the exposure to 
eye haazrds is great. 
The num ber 
of goggles required would be even 
larger were it not for the fact that 
many of the highway workers are 
engaged on alternating shifts which 
perm its transfer of goggles from one 
gang 
to 
another.

are 
sterilized before 
being transferred 
from one worker to another.

Pasadena, Calif, (A P).- Astron­ 
omers here are trying to discover 
what causes solar eruptions which 
I end great, hot clouds of pas, some 
of them reaching: a size 400 times 
that of the earth, hurtling into 
space. 
Dr. Edwin Pettit, of the Carnegie 
Institute’s 
Mount 
Wilson 
ob­ 
servatory, is making a close study 
of these huge and often weirdly 
shaped ‘‘prominences” which ap­ 
pear above the chromosphere, a 
gas layer about 8,000 miles thick 
on the normally visible surface of 
the sun, and shoot off into space. 
They apparently gain velocity by 
leaps, he said, 
as 
if 
suddenly 
pushed by some mighty force. 
Some Fall Hack To Sun, 
Not all prominences leave the 
sun. 
Some spout up and fall like 
water fountains, others resembling 
tornadoes 
whirl 
about 
and 
ap­ 
parently waste away, while still 
others shoot up and are torn apart, 
one portion falling and the other 
continuing on until it loses its light 
and is ho longer visible. 
Few of the 35 eruptive prom­ 
inences so far photographed. 
Dr. 
Pctitt said, were shorter than 37,- 
000 miles and the highest rose 
577,000 miles above the chromo­ 
sphere before it became invisible. 
1 he largest observed had a vol- 


' umne JOO times that of the earth. 
‘‘A possible cause of the erup­ 
tio n s,” Dr. P ettit said, ‘‘is Might 
I pressure.’ 
Light exerts a pressure 
like waves striking the shore.

j force depends upon the amount of 
light absorbed by the atoms (it 
I strikes.

‘‘We have found that sun proni- 
j inences are composed largely of 
j hydrogen and calcium gases. 
Hy- 
I drogen atoms will absorb more 
light, than calcium atoms.

we accept light pressure as the

shall have to revise our ideas about 
it.” 
Velocity Increase Measured 
To check the accuracy of his 
observation that the velocity of 
prominences increase as they leave 
the sun, Dr, P ettit had three of 
his colleagues measure the photo­ 
graphic platies of one. They found 
that the prominence left the chro­ 
mosphere traveling at three miles 
per second, then jumped to 11.8, 
tin n to 45.9 and finally to 78.2 be­ 
fore it disappeared.
